STANDING HEARING OFFICER ACTION:

As part of their latest Application in the above-noted Docket, Duke Energy Carolinas, LLC
and Duke Energy Progress, LLC (together, “the Companies”) proposed the establishment
of a procedural schedule for their latest proceeding, and, in addition, the Companies
proposed an amended schedule on January 3, 2019. Accordingly, the Companies now
propose the following:

1. The direct testimony and exhibits of the Companies shall be filed on or before February
1, 2019;

2. The direct testimony and exhibits of intervenors shall be filed on or before April 9,
2019;

3. Any rebuttal testimony and exhibits of the Companies shall be filed on or before May
7,2019; and

4. Any surrebuttal testimony and exhibits of intervenors shall be filed on or before May
14, 20109.

The Companies note that they have consulted with the Office of Regulatory Staff, and it

does not object to the amended schedule. (When the proposed schedule mentions the word
“intervenors”, the Standing Hearing Officer is assuming that the word includes the Office
of Regulatory Staff.) Accordingly, the amended schedule is hereby adopted as proposed. |
